Was Once Saved by n Man Now Eighty-nin- e 
Years Old. 
Austin Gollahor, a playmate 
of 
Abraham Lincoln, is 89 years 
old. 
Ho lives with his son Thomas Gol- 
lahor, on tho top of Muldraught's 
Hill, thrco miles south of 
Hodgo-villo- , 
Ky., and tho many friends of 
tho old gentloman 
holped 
him to 
colobrato tho important event in 
truo royal stj'lo.. 
Mr. Gollahor has tho honor 
of 
onco having saved tho lifo 
of tho 
martyred President. 
"It was when 
wo wero fishing ono day," said Mr. 
Qollaghor. 
"Tho creek 
was 
high 
and wo had to coon crost on a log, 
and Abo fell off. 
Abo wasn't much 
of a swimmer, an' I got a sycamoro 
limb and pulled him out." 
"How old was Mr. Lincoln then?" 
"Ho was 'bout 9. 
Tho histories 
all say Abo was only 7 years 
old 
when ho loft for Indiany, 
but 
ho 
must havo been about 9."

of rook, and whother tho other two 
mon were killed 
and

not bo determined whon 
tho 
mes- 
senger 
left. 
Tho miners

to 
work immediately 
to removo tho 
rock from tho drift, which 
impris- 
oned tho men.

The New Gold District Still Absorbs the 
Attention of Prospectors. 
A half a dozen prospectors 
re- 
turned last night 
from 
tho 
new 
gold 
oxcitomont in 
tho 
Sulphur 
Spring Valloy. 
Tho last stampede 
for this district went out Tuesday 
night and early Wednesday 
morn 
ing, tle valloy in tho 
vicinity 
of 
tho West Wells resomblcd tho 
pic- 
tures recently published oftho rush 
to Oklahoma. 
Men on foot and on 
horsoback vied with each other 
in 
getting tho choicest locations. 
Two 
mon 
from 
Turvuois 
on 
horses rode all day long 
locating 
as rapidly as possible on tho course 
of this big 
ledge. 
Frank 
Englc 
tho original discoverer of tho ledgo 
barely reached tho ground in time 
to got a location for himself. 
Tho 
location of the claims is about ten 
miles south of 
tho 
Pierco 
mine, 
and tho ledgo crops out fifty 
feet 
in tho air and runs along 
tho low 
hills which rise up out of tho 
val- 
loy. 
Tho quartz is a 
hard 
closo 
grain, honey comb 
in places 
and 
carrying much iron. 
It 
is 
quito 
similar to tho Dos Cabezas quartz 
on tho big ledge. 
It has been crossed and recrossed 
by prospectors and 
cowboys, but 
no ono over had sufliciont 
iaith 
in 
its value to got it 
assayed 
until 
Mr. Engle camo 
across it.

find 
which caused 
tho 
stampede, 
tho 
usual good 
reports 
aro 
brought,

adjoining

of great 
benefit to all the colonies. 
The 
Leo 
had a commission from Gen. Washing- 
ton permitting her to cruise in tho 
vi- 
cinity of Uoston for tho purpose of in- 
tercepting 
supplies 
for 
the 
Uritish 
army. 
One of the greatest difficulties 
that confronted tho American army at 
tho outbreak of the revolution was the 
lack of arms, 
ammunition 
and cloth 
ing. 
lth a viow of securing these 
supplies Washington com- 
missioned 
a number of cruisers 
and 
sent them out for tho express purpose 
of capturing some of the many Uritish 
transports filled with 
warlike 
stores 
that were expected to arrive 
on the 
American coast about that time.

Leo, commanded by John Manly, was 
the first to make ono of these captures.

Uncleanly llablta of tho Corcnns

The first thing that strikes a visitor 
to a Corean village is the surprising 
subpopulation 
of dogs, says Harper's 
Weekly. 
Every house seems to possess 
a pack of these spiritless curs, which 
are a gray variety of the Chinese 
chow-do- g. 
They display a more than passing 
interest in a European 
traveler, nnd a 
free uso of ono's stick 
is necessary to 
keep them at bay. 
On investigation 
one discovers that they form the staple 
article 
of diet of the population. 
Un- 
like most Asiatic races, tho Coreans 
are meat caters, and these dogs, being 
always at hand, afford the necessary 
food with the minimum of exertion 
and expense. 
Another curious feature 
of the Corean diet is the total absence 
of tea, the most universal beverage of 
eastern Asia. 
Frequently 
ono sees a Corean forag 
ing for the evening meal.

company for tho purpose of 
erecting a floul mill, to bo 
owned 
and operated by tho people, lor tho 
purpose of giinding 
tho people's 
grain. 
When this 
idea was first 
mado public it met with 
somo 
op. 
position. 
The question Avas asked, 
what necessity have wo for moro 
mills, havo wo not mills 
enough 
to grind all tho grain crop of the 
valloy bofoio another harvest will 
como around ? I would say, j'cs, 
wo have, and that would 
bo 
suff- 
icient, if other 
conditions 
desired, 
woro equal to 
that. 
But, 
while 
thoso other conditions are yet 
ab- 
sent, thcro exists an actual 
necess- 
ity for another flour 
mill. 
Now 
lot us look into this subject, and 
sco if this necessity does 
exist. 
I 
can call to mind mill owners in the 
Territory of Utah, who havo 
run 
thoir mills on custom grain; whoso

fair, living wages and mado
